AMERICAN PRESS HUMORISTS 
PLANNING TO BUILD ONE 
AT LARAMIE. 


Invitation Issued to the General Public 
to Contribute to the Fund Until Sept. 1. 
Fifth Annual Convention of the Humor- 
ists in Los Angeles Will Be an Import- 
ant Event—Secretary Searight Arrang- 
ing the Details. 


Details of the coming fifth annual con- 
vention of the American Press Humor- 
ists, in Los Angeles, show that the 
gathering will be more noted than its 
predecessors, especially as the fun- 
makers expect to have raised by that 
time a fund sufficient to build a monu- 
ment to the late Bill Nye, at Laramie. 

An invitation has been issued to the 
general public, particularly admirers of 
Nye’s writings, to contribute to the fund 
in any amount until Sept. 1, at which 
time the public rolls will be closed, al- 
though the project will not be con- 
cluded until the humorists themselves 
have expressed their appreciation of Nye, 
and this will be in the form of an enter- 
tainment in the Auditorium, ‘“ Bob” 
Burdett’s ‘Theater Beautiful,” in Los 
Angeles. Theentertainment will be given 
during convention week, Sept. 15 to 22, 
and from the number of acceptances re- 
ceived it has been deemed necessary to 
give both an afternoon and evening 
program, as no less than ten of the lead- 
ing humorous lecturers have been 
booked. These are “ Bob’’ Burdette, Eli 
Perkins, Charles Battell Loomis, Strick- 
land W. Gillilan, Edmund Vance Cooke, 
Sam Davis, Wilbur D. Nesbit, S. E. Kiser, 
Judd Mortimer Lewis, and Thomas 
Augustine Daly, president of the Amer- 
ican Press Humorists. 

Frank Thompson Searight, secretary- 
treasurer of the American Press Humor- 
ists, who conceived the idea of making 
the fifth annual convention a Bill Nye 
affair, is carrying out the wishes of the 
members who, for several years, have 
discussed in convention and elsewhere, 
the Nye monument subject. Until this 
time no definite plan ever was hit upon. 
Now Mr. Searight has established press 
humorist offices in Press Club headquar- 
ters, 325 West First street, Los Angeles, 
and is directing the work fromthere. In 
his letters to the membership he has ex- 
plained that the plan is for each member 
of the association to act asa representa- 
tive of the Nye Monument Fund in his 
city and neighborhood and to give the 
project publicity through his humorous 
column or otherwise. Subscriptions to the 
fund will be received and acknowledged 
by all individual members or by the sec- 
retary-treasurer at Los Angeles head- 
quarters. Already subscriptions have 
been received from several men in the 
national eye, although the honor of first 
contributor has been reserved for thecity 
of Laramie, whose Mayor, C. D. Spald- 
ing, and the city council have written 
Mr. Searight that an appropriation will 
be made as soon as a decision is given 
by their attorney as to the largest 
amount allowed for such projects under 
the Laramie city charter.

NO. III.—FRANK J. WILSTACH. 


(The subject of next week’s sketch in this series is 
George Wotherspoon. Last week the subject 
was Wilbur M. Bates. The subject week be- 
fore last was Philip Mindil.) 


When Channing Pollock left the 
Shuberts to devote his time to dramatie 
authorship he was succeeded as general 
press representative by Frank J. Wil- 
stach who is a brother of Paul Wilstach 
and Claxton Wilstach, both of whom 
are newspaper men. The brothers were 
born and raised in that State which has 
has been so prolific in producing writers, 
Indiana. They are all college men and 
are acquainted with the most modern 
notable writers of the Hoosier State; 
Frank Ade, George Barr McCutcheon, 
John McCutcheon and others, most of 
whom worked on the same newspaper 
at the same time. 

When Frank Wilstach first broke into

the dramatic profession, as a writer, he 
was on the staff of an Indiana paper 
and by chance stumbled over the story 
of Fay Templeton’s runaway match with 
Billy West, the minstrel. The marriage 
was to take place in Chicago that same 
night and Wilstach’s opening paragraph 
of his story ran like this: ‘‘ Fay Temple- 
ton this afternoon went to the West—to 
Billy West, the minstrel.” 

In 1886 Frank Wilstach and _ his 
brother publiehed a paper in Jackson, 
Mich., and at this time George O. Starr, 
who is now the manager of the Barnum 
& Bailey circus, struck the town with 
the George O. Starr Opera Company. 
Wilstach wrote his first advance notice 
for Starr and this was the beginning of 
his dramatic work. for several years 
he wrote special stories for the Sells 
Brothers Circus, one of the mostingenius 
of which was ‘‘The Human Stevedore or 
the Iron-Lined Elephant.” 

As a slinger of ink and a prodigal 
reveler in long and high sounding words 
Wilstach suggests to me Tody Hamil- 
ton. For instance, here is a fragment 
of one of Wilstach’s stories printed in 
the London Telegraph about DeWolff 
Hopper: “To do fitting justice to 
DeWolf Hopper’s comic powers the 
vocabulary of praise is left impoverished 
and covers its face, language sinks into 
a corner and yields with a sigh, while 
the idle pomp and redundant verbosity 
of rhetoric breaks down and becomes 
tongue-tied, confused, and impotent of 
expression.” 

The above remarkable utterance would 
not suggest the alleged fact that Mr. 
Wilstach does not believe in sensa- 
tionalism, but it was some years ago 
when he wrote about Hopper. Now he 
says that it is better to be out of the 
papers entirely if one cannot be in the 
papers in the right way, and that there 
is plenty to write about of a legitimate 
nature if the press agent only digs 
the stuff up. I-Z.R

There seems to be epidemic all over the 
country, North, South, East and West,a 
fever, if the term can be used, which evi- 
dences itself in the exploitation of 
municipalities with the aim of increas- 
ing the industries and consequently the 
population and the amount of money in 
circulation. This is laudable and praise- 
worthy. Boston was one of the first 
cities to start the ball rolling along 
these general lines and now hardly a 
day passes but what some other town 
or city is heard from as joining the 
ranks. 

One drawback, although not a very 
serious one, has been that, after the 
money has been raised or subscribed, 
the question sometimes arises along 
what lines shall the appropriation be 
spent. Publicity men flock around like 
chickens around the dough dish. The 
billboard man affirms that his medium is 
the only one and so also do the hustlers 
for newspapers and those for magazines. 
When the circulations of the newspapers 
are as large as they are and the rate per 
line per thousand of circulation is so 
much lower than magazine space, it 
would seem that it should not take the 
publicity committees very long to decide 
to invest at least a considerable part of 
their appropriation in newspaper adver- 
tising. Onthe other hand one cannot 
be accused of prejudice in declaring 
against billboards for this purpose as 
they are not a good medium for exploit- 
ing the advantages of atown that wishes 
to appeal to merchants, manufacturers 
and conservative investors. 





A LAUDABLE PROJECT. 

The coming fifth annual convention of 
the American Press Humorists in Sep- 
tember will probably result in a more 
noted gathering than any of the previ- 
ous conventions. This one will bea sort 
of Bill Nye convention inasmuch as the 
members will be joined together with 
the object of securing a fund sufficient to 
erect a monument to Bill Nyeat Laramie. 

Bill Nye was probably dearer to the 
hearts of American newspaper men and 
newspaper readers than any contempo- 
raneous newspaper humorist, and his 
memory is now fondly cherished in hun- 
dreds of thousands of hearts. That no 
tribute has been erected before now is 
unfortunate and the laudable ambition 
of the Press Humorists should be realized 
even beyond their present expectations.

NO CONCESSIONS. 


American Publishers Must Pay Canada 
Four Cents Per Pound. 


The Canadian Government has notified 
the Postoffice Department that it will 
not be possible for the Canadian Postal 
Department to handle second-class mail 
matter sent to that country from the 
United States by either express or 
freight and mailed there, as suggested 
by American publishers. 

In his letter the Canadian Postmaster- 
General, Mr. Lemiux says: 

“The department hascome to the con- 
clusion that it will be absolutely im- 
possible to continue the remailing priv- 
flige except at the rate of postage be- 
tween the two countries, i. e., four cents 
per pound.” 

Postmaster-General Meyer says that 
as soon as & specific case of refusal by 
the Canadian Government to handle 
American second-class matter is called 
to his attention he will be forced in the 
circumstances to issue an order declin- 
ing to handle Canadian publications in 
this country at the second-class rate.

If this vaudeville theatre was a ten, 
twent and thirt house, that would be 
bad enough, or even a ‘ Nickleodeon” 
wouldn’t be quite so shocking, but a one 
cent vaudeville theatre almost makes me 
weep, strong marfthatI am. 

My firet acquaintance with this build- 
ing was back in ’89 whenthe World was 
there. Morrill Goddard was the Sunday 
editor, his staff consisted of himself, and 
the Sunday departmentcomprised a desk 
about two by two feet out near the door. 
Most of the stuff was contributed by the 
men on the city staff, when they had 
time to write anything. At that time 
the late John A. Cockerill and Ballard 
Smith were the men behind the guns. 
Soon after this time the old French’s 
Hotel at the corner of Park Row and 
Frankfort street was torn down and the 
present Pulitzer Building was erected on 
the site. Afterthe World moved into its 
new quarters the building was occupied 
by the Daily News. After Frank A. 
Munsey made a fiasco of the News about 
four years ago the paper moved up to 
Twenty-fifth street where it went into a 
trance, and after a semi-return to life it 
moved to Pear! street. 

For along time it was reported that 
the Staats-Zeitung would occupy the 
building but they are still at their old 
stand on Tryon Row despite the fact 
that many of the other buildings in the 
condemned zone are about to be demol- 
ished to make room for the new bridge 
terminal. I am not personally senti- 
mental, but it does seem a shame to 
have such a historic building descend, 
involuntarily, to the low grade of a 
one cent vaudeville house. To-morrow 
morning at about 11 o’clock I am going 
to see the manager and try to get him 
to raise the price to two cents. That 
will help some. J.Z.R.

Dear Sir:—With regard to the benefit 
derived from the meeting of the Interna- 
tiona] League of Press Clubs held in this 
city last August: This meeting brought 
to Colorado about four hunded of the 
most famous writers of the country and 
on their return they wrote not less than 
four hundred columns of matter lauda- 
tory of Colorado, its climate, scenery, 
resources, etc., the whole made fervid 
with expressions of their good will and 
esteem for the people who had enter- 
tained them so hospitably. Beyond 
question, this matter scattered through 
the best newspapers of the country did 
much good to the State of Colorado. 
The City Council appropriated $2,000 
to be used in the entertainment, and the 
rest of the money needed was raised by 
private subscription. All who gave to 
the fund believed the money well spent 
and the returp ample. The amount of 
space secured could not be had at any 
price in such papers as the Chicago 
Inter-Ocean, the St. Louie Despatch, 
Detroit Free Press and Toledo Blade. 
These and other notable newspapers ran 
whole pages reaching hundreds of thous- 
ands of people.
